Whereas it hath been discovered, that there are 
in the British Province of Assam and other the 
North Eastern parts of India. numerous and exten- 
give tracts of countty producing the genuine Vea 
Plant, and it has been ascertained that the soil and 
climate are in all respects adapted for the cultiva- 
tion of Tea Plant on an extensive scale. 


And wheieas tt is considered, that the cultivation 
and manufacture of Tea in India will be of great 
national importance and benefit, as well to the 
Umited Kingdom as to the Brittsh Tertitoiies in 
Judia, and the same may be advantageously prose- 
cuted on a scale beyond the resources and enter- 
prize of individual Capitalists, and a Society or 
Company hath been lately formed for the purpose 
of prosecuting and extending the said culture and 
manufacture with a Capital of Company’s Rupees 
50,00,000 in 10,000 Shares of Co.’s Re. 506 each,

The Lieutenant Governor is desirous to draw 
your attention to the subject of Vernacular Educa- 
tign in the district entrusted to your charge. 


2. Itis generally admitted that the standard 
oof education amongst the people is very low. At 
the same time causes are now at work, which tend 
‘rapidly to raise the standard, and improve the in- 
tellectual state of the whole population. 


3. The people of Hindostan are essentially an 
agricultural people. Any thing which concerns 
their land immediately rivets their attention and 
excites their interest. 


4 During the late Settlement a measurement 
bas been made and a map drawn of every field in 
¢hasa Provinces, anda record formed of every 
wight attaching to the field. ‘The Putwarrges’ 
papers, based on this Settlement, constitute an 
Angual Registry of these rights, and are regularly 
filed ‘isl the Collector's Office. ‘They are compiled 
on an dniform system, and are the acknowledged ° 
| pround-work of all judicial orders regardingsrigitts

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6. Itis important for hisown protection, that 
every one possessing any interest in the land, 
should be so far acquainted with the principles on 
which these papers are compiled, as to be able to 
satisfy himself that the entries affecting himself 
are correct. 

6. There is thus a direct and powerful induce- 
ment to the mind of almost every individual to 
acquire so much of Reading, Writing, Arithmetic 
and Mensuratian, as may suffice for the protection 
of his rights. Until this knowledge be universal 
it is vain to hope that any great degree of accu- 
racy can be attained in the preparation of the 
papers. 

7. Whenthe mind of the whole people has 
thus been raised to a sense of the of

14. In the mean time it is necessary that you 
apply voureelf without further delay to the collec- 
tion of statistical details reqvaiding the actual state 
of education in your distiict. “This enquiry should 
embrace education in all its branches—the lowest 
and the highest. 

15, It is important that the information should 
be furnished in an uniform manner. Tor this pur- 
pose three copies of a reprint of so much of Mr 
Adam’s Third Report, as stows kis plan of atrang- 
ing the statistics of the districts he visited, 18 for- 
warded for your information and for distribution 
to your subordinates. Your report will be drawn 
upas nearly as may be convenient on this model, 
but you will consider the district as divided into 
Perguuahs rather than into Thannahs, which are 
the local subdisisions of a district best known in 
Bengal.

18. It is essential that every Mouzah be on- 
tered in the statement in order that no one be 
overlooked. 

19. When you receive back the statements 
from the Tehsildars, you will not adopt them, till 
you are quite satisfied of their correctness. You 
will easily test them by independent enquiries 
made by any trustworthy person in your Office, 
regardjog spveral entties taken at yandom through- 
out the Whole.

Tue Bi-monthly Overland Communication having now been regularly established hetween this 
Country and Europe, and the arrangoments for the conveyance of the Mails, direct, between Cal- 
eutta and Suez, tinally completed and brought into operation; Notice, accordingly, is hereby given, 
that the rates of Postage charged on Letters and Papers carried by the Government Steamers from 
aud to Bombay, will likewise be levied, in future, on Letters and Newspapers conveyed by the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company’s Vessels, from and to Calcutta, both by way of Southampton, 
and via Marseilles. 

1. The rules relative to the former, having also been made applicable, in every respect, to the 
latter, are subjoined for the information and guidance of the Public, in general. ‘The scale of 
Biitish Steam Postage, is, as follows, viz. 

On every'letter not exceeding $ an ounce in weight, ......8 As. or one Shilling. 

On ditto above 4 oz. and not exceeding one ounce, ......1 R. or two ditto. 

On ditto above 1 92 and not exceeding two ounces, .....2 Rs. or four ditto. 

On ditto above 2 oz. and not exceeding three ounces, ...3 Rs. or six ditto. 
and so on, increasing One Rupee, or Two Shillings, for every additional ounce weight, or any fraction 
thereof. 

2. British weights not being generally available in thie country, the following coins of the Tlon’ble 
Company's currency, are recommended as the best substittces:

6. The same rule applies equally to Letters for the United Kingdom, comprising kugland, 
Scotland, Ireland, Wales, and all the British Islands, despatched through “ Mareeilles,” and also 
to those for the Continent of Kurope, transmitted by way of * Southampton.” 


7. Letters for any Foreign country, directed to an Agent in England, will be received and 
disposed of, as if addressed to the United Kingdom. ; 

8. ‘The optional pre-payment of Steamer Postage, applies only to Letters sent, by the “ South- 
ampton” Route, to places within the United Kingdom, and vice veraa. 

9. The Term “ Paid (or Pre-paid,” which is synonymous) being the distinctive mark (indica- 
tive of the wishesof Senders) and the only guide for the Post Office Re¢eivers, all Letters for the 
United Kingdom via “ Southampton,” which may be so marked, will, accordingly, be charged with 
Steamer Postage, and such as are flot so superscribed, will be sent * Bearing.” 


10. The Inland (Indian)- Postage which is quitedistinet from, and always levied inv addition 
to, Steam Postage, must be paid in advance, by the Sender, at the Posting Office, on Letters forwarded 
from out Stations to Calcutta or Bombay, pr from either one Presidency to, the other, for trans- 
mission by the Steamers, and vice verga, that is, by the Addressee at the Receiving Office. The 
word paid, therefore, should not be put on any Lettér, except on those on which Senders, having 
the option, intend to Pre-Pay Steam Postage also.

The Officiating Post Master General being desirous to infuse into the system of delivery of 
Letters, some measure of activity, order, and despatch, begs to intimate to the public, that from and 
after the 1th July, the following Clauses of the “Rules for the management of the Post Office 


“ Department, passed by the Governor General of India in Council on the 30th August 1837,” will, 
without deviation or respect of persons, be rigorously enforced, 


4 XXL The Delivering Peons are prohibited from" delivering letters, papers or parcels out 
of the usual course, and withont immediate payment of the exact amount of pestage; and they are 
* not bound to give change. Should they be subject te detention, they are not to deliver the letters, 
“ papers or parcela, but to return them in the evening to the Poat Office for fature delivery. 


5 “/N, B. Under the provisions of Section 8, ActsX XI. 1835, Copper Coin ia not a legal tender 
“in vayment of anv damand. excent fof fractions of 4 Runee” 
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a 
“XXIV. Whatever postage is marked on a letter, paper, or parcel, must be paid at once on 
“delivery, after which any complaint of overcharge will be duly attended to. In all complaints of 
“ overcharge or unnecessary delay in delivering letters, papers or parcels, the covers or envelopes, bear- 
“ing the Post Office Stamp, must be presented for inspection; and as all Post Office Peons wear a 
* badge regularly numbered, when any complamts are preferred against any individual, the number 


“ of the badge should be specified.” 


In carrying into effect this very essential measure, necessary alike to prevent malpractises on 
' the part of the Peons, and to secure a prompt and orderly delivery of letters, the Officiating Post 
Master General confidently anticipates the cordial co-operation of the community; and has according- 
ly issued this Notification, that all parties may make their arrangements to meet this change of 


system, with as little inconvenience as possible.

Resolution for giving effect to Act VHT. 1345, regarding Canals—Passed by the Hon'ble the Lieutenant 
Governor, North Western Provinces. 


1. Under the powers vested in the Lieutenant Governor of the N. W. Provinces by Section 1, 
Act VII. of 1845, the provisions of the Act in question are declared applicable to the following Cauals 
and Water Courses. 

Ist. ‘The Western Jumna Canal, running through Delhie and throwing off branches to Hissar 
and Rohtuck. 

2d, The Eastern Jumna Canal, running near Saharunpore. 

Sd. The Beejapoor Canal in the Dehra Dhoon, drawn from the left bank of the Tonse River 
near the Village of Beejapoor. m 

Ath. The Rajpoor Canal. in the Dehra Dhoon, drawn from the right bank of the Ruspunnah 
River below the Village of Najpoor. 

5th. he Nugeenah Canal in Zillah Bijnore, Rohilctnd, drawn from the right bank of the River 
Koh and passing by the Town of Nugeenah., 

2. In conformity with Section VILL. of the aforesaid Act, the Superintendents of the said Canals 
are invested with the powers of Deputy Collectors tor the levy of Rents, and of Joint Magistrates for 
the enforcement of Penalties under the aforesaid Act, and their Assistants are declared competent to 
exercise the same powers under their directions and on their responsibihty, The subordinate Esta- 
bhshments of such Superintendents have the powers of Subordinate Revenue and Police Officers for 
the aforesaid purposes. An appeal lies direct to the Commissioner of the Division against orders 
passed by the Superintendent, or his Assistant in the capacity of Deputy Collector, and to the Sessious 
Judge against orders pagsed in the capacity of Joint Magistrate.

It is strongly recommended, both for the con- 
venience of the andividuals bringing the letters, 
aud of the Receivers at the Post Office, that 
Letters intended to be pre-paid should be accom- 
panied by separate receipts, or be entered sepa- 
rately from other descriptions of letters in the 
Sender’s Dawk Receipt Books.

The Officiating Post Master General being desirous to infuse into the system of delivery of 
Letters, some measure of activity, order, and despatch, begs to intimate to the public, that from and 
after the 15th July, the following Clauses of the “Rules for the management of the Post Office , 
“ Department, passed by the Governor General of India in Council on the 30th August 1837,” will, 
without deviation or respect of persons, be rigorously enforced, 

“*NNIIL The Delivering Peons are prohibited from delivering letters, papers or parcels out 
“ of the usual course, and without immediate payment of the exact amount of postage; and they are 
“not bound to give change. Should they be subject to detention, they are not to deliver the letters, 
“ papers or parcels, but to return them in the evening to the Post Office for future delivery. 


“N, B. Under the provisions of Section 3, Act XXII. 1835, Copper Coin is not a legal tender 
in payment of any demand, except for fractions of a Rupee.” 


“XXIV. Whatever postage is marked on a letter, paper, or parcel, must be paid at once on 
“ delivery, after which any complaint of overcharge will be duly attended to. In all complaints of 
“ overcharge or unuecessary delay in delivering letters, papers or parcels, the covers or envelopes, bear- 
‘ing the Post Onice Stamp, must be presented for inspection; aad as all Post Office Peons wear a 
“ badge regularly numbered, when any complaints are preferred against any individual, the number 
“ of the badge should be specified.” 


In carrying toto effect this very essential measure, necessary alike to prevent malpractises on 
the part of the Peons, and to secure a prompt and ordeily delivery of letters, the Officiating Post 
Master General confidently anticipates the cordial co-operation of the community; and has according- 
ly issued this Notification, that all parties may make their arrangements to meet this change of 
eystem, with as little inconvenience as possible,

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GENERAL POST OFFICE NOTIFICATION. 





The Officiating Post Master General being desirous to infuse into the system of delivery of 
Letters, some measure of activity, order, and despatch, begs to intimate to the public, that from and 
after the 15th July, the following Clauses of the “Rules for the management of the Post Offtce 
** Department, passed by the Governor General of India in Council on the 30th August 1837,” will, 

‘without deviation or respect of persons, be rigorously enforced. 


“XXIII The Delivering Peons are prohibited from delivering letters, papers or parcels out 
“ of the usual course, and without immediate payment of the exact amount of postage; and they are 
“ not bound to give change. Should they be subject to detention, they are not to deliver the letters, 
‘* papers or parcels, but to return them in the evening to the Post Office for future delivery. 


‘N. B. Under the provisions of Section 3, Act X XI. 1835, Copper Coin is not a legal tender 
“in payment of any demand, except for fractions of a Rupee.” 


“XXIV. Whatever postage is marked on a letter, paper, or parcel, must be paid at once on 
“ delivery, after which any complaint of overcharge will be duly attended to. In all complaints of 
“ overcharge or unnecessary delay in delivering letters, papers or parcels, the covers or envelopes, bear- 
“ing the Post Office Stamp, must be presented for inspection; and as all Post Office Peons wear a 
* badge regularly numbered, when any complaints are preferred against any individual, the number 
‘¢ of the badge should be specified.” 

In carrying into effect this very essential measure, necessary alike to prevent malpractises on 
the part of the Peons, and to secure a prompt and orderly delivery of letters, the Officiating Post 
Master General confidently anticipates the cordial co-operation of the community; and has according- 
ly issued this Notification, that all parties may make their arrangements to meet this change of 


eystem, with as little inconvenience as possible.

And so on, increaging 1 Rupee,...... (2 Shillings) 
for every additioual ouace, or fraction of the 
ounce. 

As 5 ounces 1s the nearest integral of English 
weight to 12 Volas, the maximum weight allowed 
for transmission by Dawk, it is indispensable that 
letters be not allowed to exceed that weight, to 
prevent the inconvenience of their being refused 
at the Post Office. 

The option of pre-paying the British Postage is 
exclusively, limited to Letters trangnatted in the 
Mails sent via Southampton, and such letrers must 
bear the"following superseription fur the guidance 
ot the Post Office Receivers, viz.

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GENERAL POST OFFICE NOTIFICATION. 





The Officiating Post Master General being desirous to infuse into the system of delivery of 
Letters, some measure of activity, order, and despatch, begs to intimate to the public, that from and 
after the 15th July, the following Clauses of the “Rules forgthe management of the Post Office 
* Department, passed by the Governor General of India in Coungjl on the 30th August 1837,” will, 
without deviation or respect of porsons, be rigorously enforced. 

“XXII. The Delivering Peons are prohibited from delivering letters, papers or parcels out 
“ of the usual course, and without immediate payment of the exact amount of postage; and they are 
“ not bound to give change Should they be subject to detention, they are not to deliver the letters, 
‘ papers or parcels, but to return them in the evening to the Post Office fur future delivery. 

«N. B. Under the provisions of Section 3, Act XXI. 1835, Copper Coin is not a legal tender 
“in payment of any demand, except for fractions of a Rupee.” 

“XXIV. Whatever postage is marked on a letter, papersvor parcel, must be paid at once on 
‘‘ delivery, after which any complaint of overcharge #ill be duly attended to, In all complaints of 
“ overcharge or unnecessary delay in delivering letters, papers or parcels, the covers or envelopes, bear- 
“ing the Post Office Stamp, must be presented for inspection; and as al] Post Office Peons wear a 
“ badge regularly numbered, when any complaints ae preferred against any individual, _ Fhe number 
‘of the badge should be specified.” 

In carrying into effect this very essential measure, necessary alike to prevent malpractises on 
the part of the Peons, and to secure a prompt and orderly delivery of letters, the Officiating Post 
Master General confidently antuipates the cordial co-operation of the eo nmunity; and has aecording- 
ly issued this Notification, that all parties may muke their arrangem2nts to meet this change of 
system, with as little inconvenience as possible.

The following Act, passed by the Governor 
General of India in Council on the 12th July 
1845, is hereby promulgated for general infar- 
mation : 

Act No. XIV. or 1845. 


An Act to provide for the appointment of Nazirs in 
the Moonsiff's’ Coarts. 


Y. Jt is hereby enacted, that so much of Clause 
4, Section 5, Regulation VII. of 1832 of the Bengal 
Code, as enacts that certain duties assigned to the 
Nazir of the Judge’s Court shall in the Moonsiffs’ 
Courts be performed by the Moonsiffs themselves, 
and that the Tullubanah levied in the Moonsiff’s 
Court shall only be three-fourths of what is levied 
in the Judge's Court, is repealed. 


I]. And it is hereby enacted, that within the 
Territories sunject to the Presidency of Fost 
William in Bengal, the Moonsiffs shall from and 
after the passing of this Act retain on their Estab- 
hshments Nazirs to whom the provistons of Clause 
8, Section 14, Regulation X XVI. of 1814 of the 
said Code shall be applicabie.

OTICE.—Witb reference to the system of 
optional pre-payment of British Postage in 
Indi® Upon Letters for places within the Onited 
Kingdom of Great Britain, which will come into 
operatfon on the Ist of the ensuing month of 
March: the following rates of Postage willbe le- 
vied, namesy, 
Not exceeding 4 an ounce, 8 Annas,... ( Shillings) 
Above }» and not exceeding I ounce,

Above 1, and not exceeding 2 ounces,

And so on, increasing | Rupee,...... (2 Shillings) 
for every additional ounce, or fraction of the 
ounce. 

As 5 ounces is the nearest integral of English 
weight to 12 Tolas, the maximum weight allowed 
for transmission by Dawk, it is indispensable that 
letters be not allowed to exceed that weight, to 
prevent the inconvenience of their being refused 
at the Pust Office. 

The option of pre-paying the British Postage is 
exclnaively, limited to Letters transmitted in the 
Mauls sent via Southampton, and such letters must 
bear the following superscription for the guidance 
of the Post Office Receivers, viz. 


“BRITISH POSTAGE PRE-PAID, 
“ Via Southampton.” 


Letters not for places, within the United King- 
dom of Great Britain, or which may not require 
to pass through the English Post Office, to their 
ulterior destinations, will, as*heretofore, be subject 
to Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea Postage, vrecise- 
Iv at the same rates as those fixed for the levy of 
British pre-paid Postage. 

British and Foreign Steamer, or Hed Sea 
Postages, are exclusive of the India ordinary 
Inland Postage. 

It is strongly recommended, hoth for the cen- 
venience of the individuals bringing the letters, 
and of the Receivers at the Post Office, that 
Letters intended to be pre-paid should be accom- 
panied by separate receipts, or be entered sepa- 
rately from other descriptions of letters in the 
Sender’s Dawk Receipt Books. 

N. B.These Rules, until further orders, are to 
apply only, to lettera forwarded via Bombay, not 
to letters transmitted hence by the Steamers Ben- 


tinck and Hindostan.
